He .informed Anderson that the 
strike council would be permitted to 
hold its board meetings, but no public 
assemblages of strikers would be tol- 

erated. Peaceful picketing under con-: 
ditions laid down, he 
permitted. — 


Strike Leader Satisfied. 


“T’m satisfied martial said 
Anderson as he left the city hall. “ Now 
the strikers will get protection and 
we will win the strike.” 

The decision to place Indiana Har- 
bor—-where the strike appears to have 

peen brokem—under martial law was 
reached in the afternoon at a confer- 
ence between Adjt. Gen. Harry B. 
Smith, commanding the Indiana troops, 
and Sheriff Barnes. Gen. Smith said 

there was “indication of trouble” and 
he feared ‘the municipal authorities 
would not be able to handle the situa- 
tion. He had brought the proclama- 
tion issued by Gov. Goodrich to Indi- 

. ana Harbor with him to be used when 
emergency required. The proclama- 
tion was made effective at 4:15 in the 
afternoon, but neither Mayor Leo Mc- 
Cormack nor Chief of Police O’Donnell 
was aware the two cities were under

GENEVA, Oct. 6.—Important devel- 

opments in Russia are foreshadowed 
by information I have received from 
Russian anti-bolshevist sources. It 
states that the effect of thé withdrawal 
of allied military aid from the Rus- 
sian anti-bolshevist forces will inevit- 
ably be to compel them to seek an 
agreement with the bolsheviki in the 
near future, and that Germany is al-' 
ready trying to bring about an under- 
standing of some sort between the two 
parties. 


In the case of the Baltic and bolshe- 
vist governments this change of atti- 
tude is already apparent. It is confi- 
dently predicted that Kolchak 
and Denikin will soon be ‘to fol- 
low their example.

THE RAILWAY CRISIS 
ENGLAND. | 
The British railway strike has been a demonstra 


power of concerted action in a great public utility, 
and, second, the statesmanly restraint and respon- 
sibility of the chief labor leaders concerned. The 
British nation owes a debt of gratitude’ to Mr. 
Thomas for the courage and patriotism shown by 
him in ling the strike within bounds and 


revolutionary. 

In so doing he not int nanan what might have 
amounted to civil war, with perhaps the financial 
and economic ruin ef his country, but he also 
served the cause of conservative unionism by re 
fusing to permit it to be carried off its feet by 
irresponsible radicalism, bringing ruin to seat and 
the country. 

_According to American standarde—or 
either—the railway workers have been deplorably 
underpaid, and a victory which provided only the 
maintenance of present wage levels would be count’ 
ed Wefeat in America.

VOX POP ON ROBINS. | 
REGON, I}l.—{To the Editor.}— 
Yes, sure, robins hunt earth- 
worms by ear. I have watched 
them many times turn their 
heads to one side, seeming to listen 
attentively at something near in the 
grass, then dart suddenly along to a 
nearby spot and quiekly pull out of 
the ground one of the angle worms 
that their taste seems to delight in. 
’Earthworms in pushing their way up 
to light and air make a noise, a faint, 
sort of crackling sound. I have at 
times heard it, in the spring, I think, 
always, when the air is still after a 
warm shower, sometimes a shower 
near sunset, and coming from a lot 
or plot of ground, more or less grassy 
and mellow. 

I have thought it was the worms 
pushing.the bits of ground up that 
lay at the top of the holes they make 
in a spiral little heap. I have often 
looked in scientific writings expecting 
to find some allusion to this, but never } 
have—and especially more recently 
that it is said that many of the forms 
of life lower than man can hear: 
things that man never dreams of. 

Is this fanciful? Not any more so 
than the marvelous delicate green, 
studded with gold, crysalis hanging 
by a slender gold thread from a hid- 
den twig bending in the breeze. How 
many have seen this? I had seen it 
at rare intervals, wondering, and never 
have been.so fortunate @nce I have 
known the butterfly it connects up 
with. And how many of yott have seen 
the weavings of the dome gpider? Not 
even the beauteous cathedral of Reims 
could excell their exquisite artifices. 

I let one of these spiders work all} 
one winter in the north window ef our 
cellar coal bin, and when arly com- 
pleted I took my husband and son 
down to see what it had wrought. I 
have never seen but this one’s work, 
and would not this if I had swept 
it down at the start of its spinning.

Canning Without Sugar. 


‘Last year’s directions from the Unit- 
ed States department of a,'riculture 
for putting up fruits without sugar will 
bear repeating at this crisis. The part 
in the directions below, fifteen points, 
emphasized is “ the boiling hot water”: 

“1. See that all equipment ready 
before starting. — 
“2. Test jars and rubbers. 


“3. Select only fresh, my sound | 
products. 
“4. Prepare by cleaning, 


stemming, seeding, paring, and coring. 

“5. Scald or blanch peaches, apricots, 
figs, and plums one to two minutes in 
boiling water or steam. 

“§. Dip quickly into cold water. Fin- 
ish preparation. (Omit steps 5 and 6 
for all fruits not named.) 

“7. Pack at once in hot, clean glass 
jars or other containers. 

“8. Pour over the fruit the boiling 
hot water. 

“9, Wipe around top of jar carefully 
with clean cloth. 

“10. Place scalded rubber and cap 
‘in: position. 

“11. Partially tighten tops; seat tin 
cans completely.
